jobs report shows

COLUMBUS-Ohio's labor force suffered a dramatic hit in August, with 
24,000 state residents no longer looking for work. Unemployment 
dropped slightly to 4.7 percent from 4.8 percent, but a policy analyst 
with Ohio's free-market think tank said that change was a result of the 
state's shrinking workforce. 

Today's jobs report from the Ohio Department of Job and Family 
Services minors its last report, which found that 24,000 residents left the 
workforce in July. In addition, this month's report shows Ohio's private 
sector shed 5,000 jobs in August while government added 3,000. Both 
trends worry Joe Nichols at The Buckeye Institute. 

"Three straight months of bad economic news after a strong start to the 
year for Ohio's labor market means there’s clearly more work that needs 
to be done to improve the state's job climate," Nichols said. "Refonning 
Ohio's tax code and business regulations can put Ohio employers in a 
stronger position to hire, promote, and reward employees." 

The most job losses in Ohio came in administrative, support, and waste 
services positions, with a total 3,400 jobs lost, a drop of 1.1 percent. The 











most job gains in August occurred in real estate, rentals, and leasing, 
adding around 1,000 positions, or 1.5 percent. 

"A strong private sector ensures more opportunities for workers and 
adequate funds for needed government services "" Nichols said. "Ohio 
clearly needs more reform to get employers, small businesses, and 
workers in a position where they can build up the economy and again 
make Ohio a national leader."

NLRB's "acting” general counsel. 

"Government is built on checks and balances to ensure no one branch 
has too much power," Robert Alt, Buckeye's president and CEO, said. 
"If the president can ignore any law deemed inconvenient, that sets a 
dangerous precedent for future presidents to pick and choose what laws 
to follow.” 

EPA gets its day (in court) 













President Obama's Clean Power Plan has a murky history. Today, 
arguments for and against the plan received a scrubbing from the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the D.C. Circuit. In February, Buckeye 1 sXegal 
Center sued the Obama Administration over the EPA's unconstitutional- 
mandate. 

The Clean Power Plan not only is an overreach in its attempt to regulate 
state energy markets, but also does not give states meaningful 
opportunities to decline its implementation - a pillar of U.S. federalism. 
That is why the U.S. Supreme Court issued a stay, halting the plan, until 
its journey throughout the courts is concluded. 

Although today's case could be appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court 
regardless of the outcome, the D.C. Circuit's decision could stand if: 


1. Buckeye and our co-petitioners are successful and the next 
president declines to appeal the decision; or 

2. The decision is appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court and the late 
Justice Scalia's seat is still empty, resulting in a 4-4 split 
decision; or 

3. The U.S. Supreme Court declines to hear an appeal to the case. 


It's a complicated path for a complicated case, but Buckeye's role is quite 
simple: Stand firm, deeply rooted against all cases of government 
overreach.

Medicaid Expansion in 2017 

Health care reform has been thrust back into the public spotlight in the run up to the election 
in November. During the October 4 vice presidential debate between Democratic Party 
candidate Sen. Tim Kaine (VA) and Republican Gov. Mike Pence, the two candidates discussed 
at length the need for reform of the Affordable Care Act (ACA) and other health care issues. 

The two candidates offered very different visions for the future of health care in America. 

Pence called for more free-market reforms and for Obamacare to be repealed and replaced, 
while Clinton called for expanding Obamacare and adding a “public option.” 

In a recent National Review article , writer Chris Jacobs described the importance of health care 
in the .election, asserting if Hillary Clinton captures the White House, “Obamacare is here to 
stay, and [Clinton] will likely push to expand Medicaid in the states that have rejected the 
program's massive expansion under Obamacare.” 

State legislators in many states across the nation will address issues related to Medicaid 
expansion prior to and following the election. The 19 states that have not expanded Medicaid 
will likely face pressure from Democrats to fall in line with the 31 states that have. But many 
lawmakers are rightfully skeptical about expanding Medicaid and anxious about expansion costs, 
which are rising faster than expected in states that have expanded the program. 

The Affordable Care Act was originally projected to substantially increase the number of people 
who have health insurance - in large part by expanding Medicaid - which was intended to 
improve hospitals’ financial health by reducing the amount of care they provide to uninsured 
patients, many of Whom pay little or nothing for their care. However, a recent report released 
by the Congressional Budget Office analyzing projected profit margins over the coming decade 
concluded, “Medicaid expansion will not make a material difference in hospitals? 9 overall 
viability.” 

In a recent Forbes article . Brian Blase, a senior research fellow with the Spending and Budget 
Initiative at the Mercatus Center at George Mason University, argues Medicaid expansion under 
ACA has been and will continue to be a poor use of taxpayers’ money, arguing, “Government 
spending on Medicaid expansion enrollees is nearly 50% higher than the government projected ... 
[and] Medicaid enrollees obtain only 20 to 40 cents of value for each dollar the government 







spends on their behalf.” 


Blase also argues Medicaid affects health care utilization and health outcomes for people other 
than the targeted enrollees. “Expanding Medicaid increases demand for health care services, 
and therefore affects the allocation of those services, ” Blase wrote. 

Dr. Hal Scherz, the founder of Docs4PatientCare, told Health Care News in September states 
should avoid any expansion of Medicaid unless there is a major shakeup. “Expanding Medicaid 
only makes sense if things are different,” said Scherz. 

One option proposed by Scherz is to provide each Medicaid recipient with a direct primary care 
doctor alongside existing Medicaid coverage. Together, this would act as a high-deductible 
wraparound and pharmacy program. Scherz told Health Care News this model could lead to 
substantial savings: Four-fifths of health care costs could be locked up for under $1,200 per 
year. 

In a recent Heartland Research ft Commentary , Senior Policy Analyst Matthew Gians also argued 
against Medicaid expansion. "Instead of expanding a flawed Medicaid model that is too costly, 
delivers subpar health care, and shifts more power to the national government, state lawmakers 
should focus on reforming the current system before choosing to expand it,” wrote Gians.

Civil asset forfeiture, also known as civil judicial forfeiture, is 
a controversial legal process through which law enforcement 
agencies take personal assets from individuals or groups merely 
suspected of a crime or illegal activity.

In this Research & Commentary, Policy Analyst Tim Benson 
reviews, a new Mackinac Center for Public Policy survey of 
likely voters in Michigan that found 57 percent of respondents 
are in favor of creating a tax credit scholarship program and 55 
percent supporting education savings accounts (ESAs).

Benson argues while 
the passage of tax credit scholarships would be a good start for 
Michigan, the passage of a universal ESA bill would be a much 
better strategy for remedying Michigan's dismal record of 
failing to educate its children. The goal, he says, should be “to 
allow every parent to choose, require every school to compete, 
and give every child an opportunity to attend a quality school”

Research & Commentary: New York's Proposed El 5 Rule is a 
Bad Deal for Consumers 

In this Research dr Commentary, Policy Analyst Tim Benson 
examines a rule proposed by the New York Department of 
Agriculture and Markets that would mandate motor vehicle fuel 
be blended with up to 15 percent ethanol. The 15 percent 
blended fuel is commonly called E15. If the proposed ruling 
goes into effect,, it would create demand for an extra 825 
million gallons of ethanol, requiring 295 million bushels of 
corn.

6, 2016, dated October 3, 2016. 

Sunset Bill: Policy Matters Ohio, in a new blog post, labeled a recently passed 
Senate bill "a blitzkrieg attack on public services."The group's post centered on a bill 
(SB 329) from Senate President Keith Faber and Sen. Kris Jordan (R-Ostrander) that 
would automatically sunset state agencies every two years without a legislative vote.

"No one would seriously suggest that we shut down all our universities, prisons and 
nursing homes, lay off all our state highway patrol officers and end all projects to 
keep up our roads and bridges," the group wrote. "If these things are going to 
continue, why impose a needless, time-consuming and expensive process of asking 
whether they should? These institutions do not need to demonstrate a public need for 
their continued existence; that is self-evident.”Proponents of the measure, which is 
now awaiting consideration by the House, say the bill marks a step toward greater 
government accountability. 

Within this bill (listed on pages 2 & 3), virtually lists all Departments within the state 
Government. Those that would affect our SMART-TD union and members directly 
or indirectly: 

1. The Department of Health 

2. The Department of Public Health 

3. The Department of Public Safety 

4. The Department of Transportation 

5. The Department of Insurance 

6. The Public Utilities Commission 

SB 329 was introduced in the House on 10/05/2016 but has not been assigned a 


















Committee as of today. 

Democrat Minority Leader - Joe Schiavoni - believes that this very bad bill, it will be 
used as leverage by the Legislature vs. the Governor whenever the Legislature 
doesn’t like a certain agency or person in that agency, to shut it down.
